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SHERMAN NURSERY FROM THE AIR 


Here is an airphoto of the nursery and, buildings and a part of the 500 acres used in growing strictly first-class, hardy, northern grown nursery 
stock. On the extreme right is the large packing cellar containing 45,000 square feet of floor space. It is insulated as a refrigerator and provides 
ideal conditions for handling and packing our nursery stock. Trees and plants must be handled right as well as grown right.
